Council hears interesting views on 
on downtown and shopping centres 


Council at their regular 
meeting Monday night heard 
differing viewpoints and a 
number of interesting and 
thought-provoking comm- 
ents on proposed develop- 
ment and planning with re- 
gard to regional shopping 
centres and ‘the downtown 
central core, 

Mr. Round of Richfield 
properties, a Calgary based 
firm was first to be heard 
on the subject, He said his 
firm had been doing struc- 
tural design work with a 
view to accommodating ba- 
sic principles suggested by 
Council for the downtown 
area, We were excited with 
the possibilities he said, 
When in the course of our 
work it came to our atten- 
tion that the town was con- 
sidering one, two or three 
major shopping centres, and 
knowing the impact such 
would have on the downtown, 
we suspended our design, 
to continue after council's 
decision is made, 

He felt the downtown 
should embrace three com- 
ponents, acivic centre, resi- 


dential and commercial de- 
velopment to be a proper 
focus, and that the town has 
enough control of land to 
make into such a focal point 
A large regional shopping 
centre however caused him 
serious doubts as to wheth- 
er downtown commercial 
development could survive, 
as he felt the downtown opp- 
ortunity would be lost for 
some years, which would be 
most unfortunate, Referring 
to a conference in Toronto 
last week he said that city 
was considering banning fur- 
ther large centres and re- 
ferred council to an article 
on ‘Plaza Pirates’ whichcan 
result in rentals going down, 
decrease in downtown ass- 
essment and other problems, 
according to the article, If 
council is serious about a 
downtown civic centre they 
should beware the impact 
of a regional shopping cen- 
tre, said Mr, Round, 
Councillor Hudson wond- 
ered how much commercial 
development could go into 
the downtown area, along 
with the proposed municipal 


facilities tentatively plann- 
ed, and if it would be enough 
to satisfy the needs of resi- 
dents, Do you propose no 
shopping centre at this time 
asked Coun, Throndson and 
Mr. Round said that was so, 
He felt council should not 
decide on a major centre 
for at least five years and 
preferably after the down- 
town is completed, 

Coun, Lukay asked how 
many square feet were re- 
commended for a smaller 
centre downtown and Mr, 
Round suggested 160,000 
square feet, which would 
compare with Lethbridge, 
which he said cannot at pre- 
sent justify any more, About 
like Northgate, commented 
Coun, de Bruijn, but the 
councillor felt that a mora- 
torium on a regional centre 
wasn’t feasible due to St. 
Albert’s proximity to Ed- 
monton, The centre will go 
in Castle Down or North 
Edmonton and we won't have 
one, he said, In answer to 
a question on a phased shop- 
ping centre planned to ex- 
pand, Mr, Round told Coun, 


Lukay that if a retailer has 
a choice between downtown 
or a centre,he would choose 
the centre, go with Wood- 
wards or Simpsons, Right 
now, said Mr, Round, we 
think along the lines of the 
Bramalea development out- 
side the Tofonto limits, The 
mechanics are different re- 
garding all single storey 
development and all outside 
parking. We would like to 
build something exciting he 
said, 

A representative of Daon 
Developments was next tobe 
heard, who are interested in 
being a participant in re- 
newing the downtown area, 
Our interest is in the possi- 
bilities said the rep, parti- 
cularly in construction of 
office buildings for lease 
back, but we need to know 
more about the town’s plans, 
And the same is true for 
commercial development, 
the second area of our in- 
terest. We need to know to 
what extent we might parti- 
cipate, 

Your proposal is limited 
in scope, said the mayor 


and asked if Daon needed 
more time, We also seek 
further advice from council 
regarding regional shopping 
centres, said the represen- 
tative, Office space could be 
a bad investment downtown 
if such goes in, You agree 
with Mr, Round, suggested 
the mayor, In this matter 
yes, replied the rep, but I 
disagree with some of his 
thinking, 

A representative of Na- 
tional Land Consultants dis- 
agreed with both the former 
speakers, but was more con- 
cerned that apparently the 
May 30 closing date for re- 
presentation to council on 
the downtown development 
was being extended, Our sub- 
mission is ready for Thurs- 
day he said, and any delay 
would botch it up, We were 
not invited to appear before 
council and did not ask for 
prior hearing because we 
were requested to maintain 
confidentially, Coun, Lukay 
felt that since National Land 
were represented in the aud- 
ience, they should be heard 
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Bernie on Saturday and arr- 
angements to fly up later 
that evening had to be can- 
celled due to weather, The 
announcement came as a 
complete surprise and was 
a real thrill for Mr. Alain, 
who has only been a member 
of the KC’s for four years, 
He served as Deputy Grand 
Knight in the 1972-73 year 
and as Publicity Director 
the previous year on St, Al- 
bert Council, 

Mr, Gus Hoffart of the 
local council was awarded 
a scroll certificate at the 
convention in recognition and 
appreciation of his efforts, 
particularly in the Pro-life 
campaign, 

Both awards were presen- 
ted later at the meeting of 
St. Albert Council on May 
23, by Mr. Emil Motoska, 
Provincial Deputy of Ed- 
monton, 

Representing St, Albert at 
the convention were Don 
England and Richard Adam- 
kiewicz and their wives, 
Back in St, Albert four 
Knights gave emphasis to 
the focus of the convention 
on promoting religious pro- 
motion, by giving the homily 
on vocations at each of five 
masses on May 19, They 
were Guy Bremault, Ed Mc- 
Laughlin, John Hermans and 
Frank Lukay. 

The convention voted 
$2,000 to the library fund 
of St, Joseph’s Seminary and 
Newman Theological College 
complex, A $1,000 donation 
was voted to the Vocations 
Team, headed by Father Karl 
Raab, rector of the Semin- 
ary. 


Developers granted 
appointments 


The Committee of the 
Whole made recommenda- 
tion that a decision on the 
subject of a Regional Shop- 
ping Centre be delayed 
peading discussion with the 
developers who have ex- 
pressed interest in the pro- 
jeet. The recommendation 
was made in the light of 
feelings that information on 
the proposed sites and ‘spin- 
off implications’ have not 
been fully explored. 

R. L, Byron, the town 
administrator, stated that in 
all the studies that have 
been focused on a regional 
shopping centre, little con- 
sideration has been given 
to the effect that the centre 
would have an existing and 
proposed commercial devel- 
opment, for example, in the 
downtown area, 

Three sites have been as- 
sessed by the town planner, 
Site 1, located on the east 
side of #2 across from the 
Klondike Inn, is a single 
parcel and has an unobstruc- 
ted view trom #2 and Ger- 
vais Road, The present 22 
acre site limits the shopp- 
ing centre to approximately 
295,000 square feet of gross 
leaseable floor area, with 
single storey construction 
and grade level parking, Two 
department stores are pro- 
posed on the site, only one of 
which might be a senior de- 
partment store, according to 
the developer. Food floor, 
theatre, and commercial 
rental space is also propos- 
ed, The limited size and acc- 
essibility of this site handi- 
caps its potential as a re- 
gional centre site in the view 
of the town planner, 

Site 2 consists of a gross 
site area of approximately 
47 acres including road all- 
owances and public reserve 
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land, Ultimately, the centre 
is proposed to contain 700,- 
000 square feet of gross 
leaseable floor area, It is 
proposed for the site surr- 
ounding the existing St, Al- 
bert Inn, A minimum of 
200,000 square feet will have 
to be provided as a second 
storey floor area for at- 
grade parking space, The al- 
ternative is a parkade struc- 
ture for about 1,000 vehicles 
to provide enough on-site 
parking for the 4,750 vehic- 
les proposed by the develop- 
er, 
Initially, 350,000 square 
feet is proposed to be com- 
prised of two senior depart- 
ment stores, food store, 
theatres, commercial rental 
units, and a transit station, 
Ultimately, three depart- 
ment stores are proposed 
with a total gross leaseable 
floor area in excess of 
700,000 square feet. 

The third site is approx- 
imately 62 acres and is com- 
parable in square footage 
to the proposal for site 2, 
It will be necessary to lo- 
cate a considerable amount 
of gross leaseable floor area 
on the second storey in or- 
der that adequate on-site 
parking can be provided at- 
grade, Site 3 is located north 
of St. Albert, on the east 
side of Highway #2, between 
the river and Bellerose Dr. 

The developers original 
submission suggests a one- 
stage project of approximat- 
ely 600,000 square feet gross 
leaseable floor area with 
three major department 
stores, a junior department, 
theatre, food floor, ALCB 
store, and commercial units 
Integration with a mass tran- 
sit system is recommended 
by the developer, 

A four to three vote on 
the motion demonstrates the 
mixed feelings within the 
council over the utility of 
hearing from the developers 
Mr. Hudson voiced prefer- 
ence in hearing from land 
consultants to receive the 
information which would 
clarify the situation, Mr, 
Bakker expressed a prefer- 
ence for hearing from the 
developers as did Mr, de 
Bruijn, Both expressed the 
opinion that a consultant 
would only provide the in- 
formation which council 
wanted to hear, 

The developers were to 
receive appointments at the 
council meeting scheduled 
for Monday, May 27,

Park Superintendent Jean 
Pilon said the new facilities 
were prepared for visitors 
because of previous damage 
done to the fragile alpine 
meadows, The camping re- 
servation system, intro- 
duced for the first time in 
a national park, will give all

The new campground, lo-
